COCOCO 
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APPARENTLY UNPUBLISHED

There are many pleasures involved in handling ancient coins, and surely one 
of thent is the excitement of finding a previously unknown type. Such discover- 
ies can range from the extremely important, illuminating an obscure period in 
ancient history, to the merely curious, adding a minor variety to the records. 
As one might imagine, a dealer has many opportunities to discover such items 
in all areas of ancient coinage. This regular feature will describe various pieces 
as they come into our possession, thus making the information available to schol- 
ars and collectors. We welcome further contributions by any specialists and in- 
terested collectors. Any additional information concerning the pieces published 
in this column would be of interest to us and our readers. 


A TRANSITIONAL SEMISSIS 






BASILI & CONSTANTINE. 868-879 AD. AV Semissis (1.15 gm). Syracuse 
mint. Circa 868 AD? BASILEIOC, crowned facing bust of Basil, wearing loros 
and holding globus cruciger with patriarchal (double-barred) cross / CON- 
STANT, crowned facing bust of Constantine, wearing chlamys and holding 
globus cruciger with single-barred cross. Unpublished variant with patriarchal 
cross. Available in CNA XVIII, December. 


The normal type of Basil I and his son Constantine from the mint at 
Syracuse in Sicily depicts them both holding a plain globus cruciger. Occasionally 
the obverse legend is found preceded by a star or with a Greek L instead of an 
L in the obverse legend (SB-1714, 1715). To find a globus cruciger with patri- 
archal cross one has to return to the previous reign, that of Michael III (842-867 
AD). Two issues of semisses are known fron the sole reign of Michael (842- 
866), one with him holding a patriarchal cross on both obverse and reverse 
(SB 1694) and the other with a plain globus cruciger on each side (SB-1695). 
Additionally, the previous reign of Theophilus saw a very scarce issue of 
Syracusan solidi and semisses use the double-barred cross. During the brief joint 
reign of Michael and Basil (866-867), the semissis type continues with both em- 
perors carrying plain crosses on globes (SB-1696). Apparently no gold was 
struck at Syracuse in the four months of Basil's reign before he elevated his 
son to co-tuler, and from 868 to the fall of Syracuse to Arab invaders in 878 
the normal Basil-Constantine issues were struck. All of these issues from the 
waning years of Byzantine control of Sicily can be considered rare. 

The use of a plain cross or a patriarchal cross on the globus may re- 
flect the emperor's relative place in the imperial hierarchy. Theophilus holds a 
patriarchal cross on the issue with Michael as junior emperor. This coin of Basil 
and Constantine could be said to hold to the same pattern, with the senior em- 
peror having the higher form of the cross, but this pattern is not followed un- 
der Michael and Basil. Perhaps the lack of distinction between the emperors re- 
flects the weakness of the position of the senior partner, Michael, and the strength 
of the junior, Basil. Basil himself held his son Constantine in high regard and 
probably wished him to be regarded as an equal. The mint at Syracuse might 
have produced a coinage showing Basil in the superior position before his wish- 
es were known. This brief issue early in 868 would have been quickly re- 
placed by the type showing the two emperors as co-equals. 

It is extremely difficult to generalize about the significance of any 
piece of imperial regalia shown on Byzantine coins. Philip Grierson in Dumbarton 
Oaks Volume III, page 131, discusses the significance of the globus specifi- 
cally, its variations and apparent lack of standardization in its application. The 
rules (if any) were not followed as rigidly as might be expected, and the intri- 
cacies of the system are not fully understood. It is perhaps best to attempt to 
explain them on a small scale, at a specific mint in a certain limited period. The 
discovery of previously unknown types such as this semissis sheds a little more 
light on the subject, or a least raises more points of debate.

Rowley’s House Museum 


On November 4th 1990, a group of 1 gold and 13 silver Roman coins were re- 
covered by metal detector user John Nicholls of Stafford from a point near to 
Overley Hill, Shropshire where new road cuttings crossed the original line of 
Watling Street before the tumpiking by Telford in the late 18th century. Analysis 
of the coins by the author revealed an aureus of Nero and a series of silver denarii 
from the Republic to Domitian. Details are given below. Coin hoards are not 
common in the county and this early group is an important addition to those 
known. 


The site of the discovery had been scarped by bulldozer before Mr. Nicholls’ 
search of the site (and a second visit on the following day which added no fur- 
ther coins) but unfortunately it was not possible to trace where the relevant spoil 
had been tipped, and it is therefore no longer possible to ascertain whether the 
coins retrieved formed the whole or only a part of the hoard. 


Andrew Burnett of the British Museum has commented on the loose similarity 
of the group to a hoard from Howe in Norfolk although that was considerably 
larger. 


At a court hearing in the Coroner’s Court, Telford, the coins were declared 
Treasure Trove and submitted to the British Museum. It is anticipated that most 
if not all of the coins will ultimately be purchased by Shropshire County 
Museums and placed on loan in Rowley’s House Museum, Shrewsbury.

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BANS AT MICKLEOVER 


Nearly 50 numismatic enthusiasts attended the British Association of 
Numismatic Societies week-end course at the Derbyshire College of 
Higher Education at Mickleover, Derbyshire, from 30 August to 1 
September. After dinner on Friday, the proceedings started with an il- 
lustrated talk by Philip Mernick on “The Shadwell Forgeries (Billies 
and Charlies)”. Made in the middle years of the last century by two 
mudrakers, these pseudo-medieval lead pieces caused great contro- 
versy at the time in the press and even led to a court case. They still oc- 
casionally turn up, sometimes in catalogues and completely mis-de- 
scribed as genuine medieval artefacts, although in the main they are 
readily recognised for the curiosities they are. Mr. Mernick placed a 
large selection of pieces on display for participants to be able to exam- 
ine for themselves. 


The first talk on Saturday morning was by Dr. Donald Bateson of the 
Hunterian Museum, Glasgow, on “Seventeenth Century European 
Thalers’”’. These large size pieces lent themselves to fine representations 
both in portraiture and also topographical views and heraldic arms. Dr. 
Christopher Challis, President of the British Numismatic Society and 
here speaking in his capacity as a member of the Royal Mint Advisory 
Committee, introduced the next talk, which was the first Royal Mint 
Lecture, generously sponsored by the Royal Mint. The invited speak- 
er was Mrs. Mary Milner Dickens who took as her title “Sculpture in 
Your Pocket”. Mrs. Dickens gave a fascinating account, splendidly il- 
lustrated, of her background in sculpture and how she had come to de- 
sign and create in numismatics. She described the various mediums that 
could be used to produce the initial design for a sculpture and how, for 
numismatic work, the process involved a large plaster model, often at 
nine inches diameter, before the reducing machine brought it down to 
the appropriate size for dies to be cut. It was Mrs. Dickens’ design that 
won the award for the medal to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary 
of the Battle of Britain. To literally see the “other side of the coin”, how 
a designer approached the problems of reproducing their ideas, was a 
revelation. Mr. Graham Dyer of the Royal Mint expressed the Mint’s 
thanks to Mrs. Dickens for an exceptionally interesting presentation. 


Saturday afternoon was spent by members taking the opportunity to vis- 
it various places of interest in the vicinity, notably several National Trust 
properties such as Kedleston Hall, Sudbury Hall and Chalke Abbey. 
After dinner, Jonathan Morris gave a talk on “Edward I: The Man and 
his Coinage”, using many contemporary manuscripts to illustrate peo-

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ple and events in the king’s life which rounded out the picture of the 
coinage. Mr. Morris noted that the close classification of Edwardian 
pence had become so detailed that numismatists were losing sight of 
the issuer, one of the most remarkable kings of medieval England. 


The first speaker on Sunday morning was Dr. Andrew Bumett of the 
British Museum who posed a question in the title of his talk: “Can History 
be Reconstructed through Ancient British Coinage?” He began by out- 
lining the background to ancient British coinage studies, going back 
400 years to the historian William Camden who described them as 
“murky”. In the later years of the 19th century scholars such as Sir John 
Evans brought some semblance of order into the study of the series, and 
the great figure this century had been Derek Allen with his seminal stud- 
ies of the sixties, continued by John Kent, Daphne Nash and Colin 
Haselgrove amongst others. Dr. Burnett then proceded to look at the 
British coinage between the invasions of Caesar in 55 and 54 BC down 
to the conquest by Claudius in AD 43. The two main groups lay in the 
kingdoms to the north and to the south of the Thames but our literary 
evidence was slight and often ambiguous. Caesar mentions a Commius, 
and three later kings on their coins identify themselves as sons of 
Commius, yet, almost one hundred years later, in AD 40, one of them, 
Verica, flees to Rome - surely there were at least two kings named 
Commius, or the allusion to being a son was simply that to a revered 
ancestor, grandfather perhaps. There are many such problems still in- 
herent in the series and Dr. Burnett warned against some more recent 
writers who not only securely attributed all coins to specific tribes and 
areas but also often to very close dates on unsecure grounds. This could 
only have an adverse effect on studies by making out that the series was 
too cut and dried, which it certainly was not. The answer to the ques- 
tion posed in the title of the paper was “No”, and most cogent reasons 
were given why this was currently so. 


Edward Besly of the National Museum of Wales gave the final paper 
of the lecture course on the subject of “Coins of the Romano-Gallic 
Empire”. He noted that whilst the archaeological record for the peri- 
od, AD 260-274, was relativley sparse, the numismatic evidence in 
terms of coin hoards was enormous, running into tens of thousands of 
specimens from great British finds such as the Normanby and the Cunetio 
(Mildenhall) hoards. It now appears that there was one mint operating 
initially for the Gallic Empire, at Trier with two officina (workshops), 
subsequently joined by Cologne, with one officina. There was the added 
evidence for the mint of Trier of two fragmentary inscriptions that re- 
ferred to it. The major reign of this fourteen year period was that of 
Postumus, 260-269, with four main emperors in the remaining five 
years. The coinage of Postumus, the evolution of his portrait and the 
variety of his reverse types, was examined and then that of his succes- 
sors, Marius, Laelianus, Victorinus and Tetricus. Curiously, when the 
rightful emperor, Aurelian, regained power not only was Tetricus al- 
lowed to live and given a high government post, the coins themselves 
do not seem to have suffered the usual damnatio memoriae of usurper 
issues. In fact, the Gallic Empire, by maintaining an essential stability 
in the north-west had, in its way, helped the Roman emperors stabilise 
the rest of the empire until they could turn their attention to its recov- 


ery.

Jetons, Medalets & Tokens. 
Volume Two: 
The Low Countries And France. 


by Michael Mitchiner.

The first volume in this three-volume series, dealt with the Medieval 
Period and with the extensive series of jetons made at Nuremberg (a 
town famous in earlier times for its brass-working industry) down to the 
present century. 


The second volume completes the consideration of Continental mate- 
rial. Whereas the jetons struck at Nuremberg were products of private 
enterprise marketed all over Western Europe, those struck in the Low 
Countries and in France were largely products of the State and were not 
normally marketed abroad. This second volume is concerned with je- 
tons and some related items struck in the Low Countries and in France 
from the mid-sixteenth century down to the present day. 


Jetons of the Low Countries are particularly interesting for the detailed 
manner in which they illustrate the political history of the Dutch Revolts 
- the process by which the Spanish Netherlands of the mid-sixteenth 
century evolved into the Dutch Republic of the north and the much 
smaller Spanish Netherlands (now Belgium) of the south: as settled in 
the peace treaty of 1648. Jetons made during this interesting period are 
discussed in their historical context, issues of the Dutch Republic being 
considered separately from those of the Spanish Netherlands. Many 
issues among the fine series of Dutch historical jetons provided a vehi- 
cle for political (historical) advertisement to the people - advertising 
events in the Dutch struggle for independence from Spain. After peace 
had been restored in 1648, the need for political advertisement declined 
and the last jetons of the Dutch Republic were struck in 1671. 


Jetons were issued in the Spanish Netherlands for a longer period; a sub- 
stantial portion of the later seventeenth century jetons being issued on 
behalf of two groups of officials in Brussels; the First Treasurer and the 
Superintendant of the Canal. Lesser series were struck on behalf of civic 
officials in Antwerp. Fewer jetons were issued in the eighteenth centu- 
ry, by which time the Spanish Netherlands had become the Austrian 
Netherlands following the War of the Spanish Succession. Then, in 
1809, Napoleon issued jetons for the Chamber of Commerce at Antwerp 
during the brief interlude of French rule. Since the foundation of the 
Kingdom of Belgium in 1831, a fairly uniform series of large-size sil- 
ver presentation jetons has been issued for the Communal Council of 
Brussels. 


The scene illustrated by the evolution of jetons in the Low Countries 
has been amplified into a more complete picture by considering a range 
of tokens - including a selection issued by Dutch and Flemish Guilds 
and some tokens used for mediating the provision of Bread and of 
Peat for the Poor. These latter were issued principally by the Church in 
the north, but mainly by civic authorities in the south. Aspects of trade

are illustrated through the medium of a series of leaden textile seals from 
such towns as Lille, Ypres, Arras, Douai, Ghent, Courtrai, Leiden, 
Haarlem, Amsterdam and Rotterdam - seals which have been recov- 
ered, for the most part, from the mud of the River Thames’ foreshore in 
London. 


The second half of the book is concerned with French jetons. These are 
also discussed in their historical context; a separate section being de- 
voted to each king down to the time of the French Revolution. From the 
time of Napoleon onwards the historical evolution is continued, king 
by king and Republic by Republic, down to the present day. The je- 
tons are considered in context with published material and, together, 
they paint a detailed picture of how the country was administered un- 
der the old monarchy and the different administrative pattern that has 
developed since the Revolution. The role of the jeton, itself, has also 
evolved, with a watershed around the time of Louis XIV. Around this 
time the primary role of the jeton as a tool of manual accountancy (with 
base metal issues predominating over those in precious metal) gave way 
to a primary role as a means of remunerating individuals, notably em- 
ployees of government departments and of private societies, by a gift 
of precious metal: the reason why most later jetons are made of silver. 
In the case of some modem bodies there is documentation concerning 
the number of jetons that a member should collect for attending func- 
tions before they could be redeemed for a specific cash sum. 


The picture painted by the study of jetons is amplified, as in the case of 
the Low Countries, by some representative tokens and medalets, and 
also by a series of textile seals. The tokens include an interesting series 
issued in the names of the Boy Bishops of Amiens - a popular annual 
festival for which leaden tokens were used from the late fifteenth to 
the late sixteenth century. 


An exhaustive index has been prepared comprising some sixty-five 
pages, with around twelve thousand headings for Persons, Corporate 
Bodies, Places, Designs, Technical details and Inscriptions. An appendix 
of valuations is also included. 


Both the pages and also the jetons are numbered consecutively from 
volume one through volume two. The series will be completed by a cat-

This admirable cooperative venture between seven Turkish and five 
Bnitsh scholars publishes hoards and other finds in a number of Turkish 
museums. There are twelve hoards published, varying in size from the 
3432 late Roman coins from Tabarat to the 37 silver cistophori from 
Polatli deposited circa 130 BC. This provides a wealth of new evidence, 
nearly 5000 coins in total, and the authors are to be congratulated on 
their succint but clear presentation of the material. 


While the hoards of later Roman coins are principally useful for the 
comparison of eastern hoards with the numerous hoards from the 
same period published from the westem empire, some of the articles are 
crucial for the study of individual series. Arslan and Ashton provide two 
important studies on the Rhodian coinage, Arslan presenting a hoard of 
early plinthophori, and Ashton a pioneering study of the first century 
AD bronze coinage based on a hoard recorded in London in 1976. 


Arslan also publishes a catalogue of the coins of Ancyra in Ankara’s 
Museum of Anatolian Civilizations and in other collections. Butcher 
reports on some of the Cilician coins selected from 2500 coins of the 
Roman period recorded in the Hatay Museum, Antakya. David French 
gives a full publication of the gold stater of Ephesus found in 1960 in a 
grave and now in Kayseri Museum. He places the issue with that of 
the cistophorus, also in the name of C. Atinius, in the year 122/1 BC. 
The Heraclea, Ionia hoard of Athenian New Style tetradrachms, found 
in a pot in 1980, is carefully described and presented with reference to 
Margaret Thompson’s monograph of the series. There are several new 
varieties noted, but it is important to underline that the absolute dates of 
these issues have been radically revised in more recent years. 


Séylemez and Lightfoot report on the 1988-89 surveys of south-east- 
em Turkey from a numismatic point of view, linking the coins with 
the sites from which they came. The efforts expended by the authors 
of this book are welcome indeed to those who study the coins of this re- 
gion. They have provided a feast on which scholarship of the future may 
feed. It is to be hoped that a long series of such volumes will provide a 
full record of what is preserved in the museums of Turkey.

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THE MINT OF TRIER 


Trier is the oldest town in Germany, founded by the Romans in 15 BC and lat- 
er nicknamed Roma Transalpina. Named for the Treveri, one of the most pow- 
erful tribes of the Belgae, Trier was fortified by Augustus around 15 BC and it 
was later organized as a Colony about 50 AD during the reign of Claudius. During 
the reorganization of the Empire under Diocletian, Trier was made captial not 
only of Belgica Prima but of the whole of Gaul. Constantine the Great later resid- 
ed there from 306-331 AD, as is credited for much of the beautification that took 
place. Trier finally fell to the Franks in about 455 AD after three previous at- 
tempts at conquest. 


Trier was founded as a mint city by Diocletian. It was by far the most impor- 
tant of the western mints due to its position as capital of Gaul. Its coinage reflects 
with unusual clarity the main lines of official policy which emmenated from 
such an important administrative city. 


Trier lasted as a mint until 430 AD when her coinage ceased. 


We present the following offering of coins from the mint of Trier with pleasure. 
Where possible, historical information has been added to the descriptions. 


294 AD. The first folles were issued most likely by a single officina and reflect 
the initial issues of a new work shop. The numbers produced were small and 
most are quite scarce. The only reverse type in use during this time period was 
Genio Popu-li Romani. 


Genio Populi Romani: Genius standing left, modius on head, naked but for 
chlamys over left shoulder; patera in right hand and comucopiae in left. This re- 
verse type was adopted in 294 AD for Empire wide use. According to Callu in 
Genio Populi Romani, the type uniquely emphasized Diocletian’s ecumenical 
view of Romanitas.

307-308 AD. The Empire was having significant political problems. In Trier, 
Constantine the Great made his home. In 307 AD he rose to the rank of Augustus 
and so began the rule of perhaps the last great Roman emperor. Changes were 
taking place rapidly as the old ways were quickly disappearing. Here we have 
the introduction of three new reverse types.

Constantine’s father Constantius died in 306 AD while on his way to do battle 
with the Picts in northern Britain. Constantine, after assuming his title as 
Augustus and setting himself up firmly in Trier, issued a special Death 
Commemorative for his father. This issue appeared in 307-308 AD.

317-326 AD. We find that Constantine achieves a reunification and consolida- 
tion of the Empire. East and West are reunited and Christianity begins to make 
its inroads in western culture. The Council of Nicaea in 325 AD helped 
Constantine outline his deep concems for the unity of the Empire. The mint at 
Trier remained the strongest in the West. 


An abundant variety of obverse and reverse types were issued. The reverses 
are arunning commentary on the affairs of State. The obverses in script and pic- 
ture convey the official conception of the sacri vultus adomed with the appro- 
priate emblems of power. 


PRINCIPI IVVENTVTIS. This reverse depicts the prince standing right with 
orb and spear. This type was used in 317 AD, when Constantine II was raised 
to the rank of Caesar. (Reverse A) 


VICTORIA LAETAE PRINC PERP. Two Victories holding shield above 
pedestal inscribed VOT PR. These pieces were most likely considered “silver” 
issues and were part of the annual donative of VOTA PVBLICA. (Reverse B) 
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VIRTVS EXERCIT. Two captives seated beneath either a vexillum with ban- 
ner inscribed VOT XX, or a trophy of arms. The VOT XX series celebrates the 
quindecennial celebrations of Constantine which started on July 25, 320 AD and 
lastedamtl July 25, 321 AD. (Reverse C & D) 


BEATA TRANQVILITAS. Altar inscribed VOTIS XX surmounted by a globe. 
This prolific issue supports the tranquil state of the Empire. (Reverse E) 


SARMATIA DEVICTA, Victory advancing right holding trophy and palm 
branch, foot on captive. This reverse alludes to Constantine’s victory over the 
Sarmatiae and the return to peace in the Danube basin. (Reverse F) 


CAESARVM NOSTRORVYM, around wreath inscribed VOT X. (Reverse G) 


PROVIDENTIAE CAESS, Camp gate with two turrets. With the advent of 
Christianity, architectural types depicting temples and other religious shrines 
are no longer seen. This is the commonest of the remaining architectural types 
seen on Roman coins. (Reverse H) 


SECVRITAS REIPVBLICE, Helena as Securitas standing left in long robes 
holding branch. (Reverse I)
